OBITUARY 
W. D. NICKLE 

William D. Nickle entered into his 
Eternal rest at Belleville General 
Hospital on July 19. ‘He had enjoyed 
phenominal health for his years and 
his death was sudden, being ill only 
one day. 

Born on February 8th., 1863, young- 
est son of James and Jane Nickle, he 
lived in Madoc Township until the 
age of eighteen years when he went 
to San Francisco, California, enter- 
ing the furniture business with the 
Wiley Brothers of that city. He re- 
mained/in business there- for twelve 
years, returning to Canada in 1898, 
when he established a general store 
at Malone, retiring from there in 
1936. 

He married Anna Bella Presley c* 
San. Francisco in 1890, of which un- 
ion four children were born, Albert 
dying in infancy. 

In politics he was a life long Con- 
servative, and served for several 
years. as Councillor of Marmora 
Township. In religion he was a Meth- 
odist, being at his death an Elder of 
Trinity United Church. Fraternally he 
was jan enthusiastic and devoted 
member of the Orange Order, being 
a life member of Nickle L.O.L.. No. 
285, and a Royal Black Knight, mem- 
ber of R. P. B. No. 167, Queensboro. 
When thirteen years of age he played 
the fife in an Orange parade, and had 
continued so to do each year as he 
did the week before his death, mak+ 
ing a total of sixty-nine consecutive 
years. 

He was a man cf unimpeachable 
character, a true Christian gentleman, 
unswerving in loyalty to his studied 
convictions. His integrity and hon- 
esty in business, coupled with his 
humanitarian attitude toward his 
fellow man led many to seek his 
counsel. He was a man of vigorous 


vitality and even during this war had] |

An Outline Of Lord Vansittart’s 
Twelve Points To Win The Peace 


The “Win the Peace” Movement, 
‘of which Lord Vansittart has ac- 
cepted the presidency, has planned 
a number of meetings to bring to 
the notice of the public the 12-point 
“peace charter”, says the Man- 
ehester Guardian. 


1. The unconditional surrender 
of Germany ant of the other Axis 
and ‘their satellite Powers. 


$ The effective occupation of 
Germany by an Allied Army and 
Air Force and the establishment of 
an inter-Allied. Council of Control, 
to be maintained until it is decided 
by the Governments concerned to 
be no longer necessary.

‘Safety First’ Good 
Slogan For Farm 


Too Many Farm Accidents, 


Says Collingwood Enterprise: 
News 


The cold truth is that the ratio 
of preventable accidents in agricul- 
ture is higher than in any other in- 
dustry. Many hundreds of farmers, 
members of their families and 
workers on farms are killed and 
many thousands injured every year 
in Canada as the result of  acci- 
dents, most of which could have 
been prevented. 

With the farm. labor shortage 
just now so acute and when all our 


_ production of food is so essential 


to the war effort, the accident toll 
is particularly serious. 

A survey has disclosed that ma- 
chinery is the chief source of farm 
work accidents; that live stock 
runs a close second and that falls 
are in third place. The wise farmer 
is he who learning the cause of 
accidents on his farm takes steps 
to eliminate such causes and all 
possible hazards. For example, the 
fact that loose clothing causes one- 
third of all farm accidents ‘nvolving 
machinery. should make anyone 
avoid that particular hazard like a 
plague. : 

And the ever-present threat of 
fire, which annually destroys mil- 
lions of dollars’ worth of rural pro- 
perty ought to be enough for a 
farmer to justify devoting at east 
a part of one morning per month 
to looking round the farm for fire 
hazards, too. 

Prevention of.accidents means 
avoiding making an acute farm la- 
bor shortage more acute and also 
means an even bigger contribution 
to food production, 

Safety first is a good slogan for 
any farm.

The present Germany is not defeat- 
ed by any means, but the high rank- 
ing officers see the beginning of the 
end. But this time, the Government 
is a different one from that of 1918. 
It is a dictatorship, with Hitler, a 
fanatic who pays little or no attent- 
ion to the laws of cause and effect. 
He cannot see the trend of.events— 
or at least is not ready to admit de- 
feat or even to envisage the prospect 
of “defeat. There is, therefore, sharp 
cleavage between the Nazi leaders 
and the high-ranking officers. Hitler 
knows this and has taken the course 
which he has taken before when deal- 
ing with those who oppose him. He 
has begun a purge. Himmler is killing 
off all those suspected é¢ven of re- 
motely opposing Hitler. Whether 
some officer actually planted a bomb 
in order to destroy Hitler or whether

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The German army must be defeated. 
The military caste, always ready to 
support a war and to foster and pro- 
mote one, must be made to see that 
they are not invincible. Should Hitler 
be removed and a peace made with 
the official military group, who 
could claim that they were not re- 
sponsible for the war, the situation 
following 1918 would be repeated.

OTTAWA REPORTS 


That Canadian Wheat 
In 1945 Wil Probably Be 
10 to 15% Less Than In 1944 


Canada’s wheat surplus at the 
closé of the current crop year is 
expected to be between 830,000,000 
and 350,000,000 bushels compared 
with 594,000,000 at the end of July, 
1943, but crop prospects are such 
as to suggest that total wheat sup- 
plies in Canada during the next 12 
months will be perhaps only 10 to 
15% less than they were in the 
crop year just coming to a close. 

* * * 

Reductio: in prices of imported 
farm machinery, as a result of the 
Budget announcement of the can- 
cellation of duty and war exchange, 
will amount to about 914% on gen- 
eral line implements, 114%% on 
cream separators, 614% on tractors 
and 5% on tractor repair parts, ac- 
cording to H. H. Bloom, admin- 
istrator of Farm Machinery for 
Wartime Prices and Trade Board.

The new Federal bill to stabilize 
prices of agricultural products has 
its keynote in the clause providing 
that in prescribing prices, the ad- 
ministering board “shall endeav- 
our to ensure adequate and stable 
returns for agriculture by pro- 
moting orderly adjustment from 
war to peace conditions, and shall 
endeavour to secure a fair relation- 
ship between the returns from 
agriculture and mee from other 
oceupations,” 

Legislation s caviiea for the set- 
ting up of a Board of three to 
administer the Act and regulations 
passed from time to time. It au- 
thorizes the Board to prescribe, 
with the approval of the Governor- 
in-Council, prices at which the 
Board may purchase agricultural 
products in the market, Two alter- 
mate methods of stabilizing oper- 
ations are provided for: first, that 
the Board may purchase products 
at the prices prescribed, according 
fo standards and grades covered by 
Acts now in existence, or which 
may be set up by the Board. In 
the alternative, the Board is em- 
powered to pay to producers the 
difference between the prices pre-. 
acribed by the Board for any pro- 
duct, and the average price at 
which the product is selling on 
the open market, in case the 
average market price is below the 
prescribed price. Either method 
may be used at any time according 
to what the Board determines is 
mecessary, A revolving fund of 
mot more than $200,000,000 is pro- 
wided by the Act for the Board’s 
operation.

Lie Detector 


At its last meeting the American 
Psychiatric Association expressed 
its low opinion of the lie detector 
in a resolution which pointed out 
that the findings were wrong in 
about thirty percent of the cases 
reported by Fred Inbau in 1942, 
that the feeling of guilt is too com- 
plex to be tested by any single 
instrument, and that the hardened 
criminal is more immune to the 
test than to-the free interview and 
other modes of probing his mind, 
says The New York Times. 

No. definite conclusions can in- 
variably be drawn when the lie 
detector is used, and even those 
that are valid are no more trust- 
worthy than ordinary confessions,

counties in Ontario in the total pro- 
duction of cheese in the month of| 
June this year. Production, however, 
was down somewhat when compared 
with June of last year. In June 1944 
the production was 1,594,376 pounds 
while in June 1943, it was 1,715,931 
pounds. The total production of 
cheese in the six months ending June 
1944 was 2,075,323, showing a slight 
increase over the same period last 
year when 2,972,161 pounds of cheese 
were produced. 

Oxford “County still holds the lead 
in the total amount of cheese produc- 
ed so far this year. Their production 
in the first six months ending June 
1944 was 3,542,955 as compared with 
2,975,323 pounds of cheese in Hast- 
ings for the same six months. 

The heavy winter killing cf clovers 
and the continuous dry weather in 
Hastings County has no; tended to- 
ward favourable pasture conditions, 
with thé result that milk production 
generally has been falling off during 
the past few weeks.

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LETTER FROM JERUSALEM] 


The sollowtng letter. was recently 
received by Rev. and Mrs. Schamehorn 
fvom their son, P-O G. R. Schame- 
horn in the Middle East. 

July 4th, 1944. 
Dear Dad, Mother and Lois:- 

I am writing to you from Jerusal- 
em! © all the places I ever expected 
to see, this was the furthest from my 
mind, but as I have told you before 
we never know from one day to the 
next where we are going to be. I am 
sure that you would give ten years of 
your life to see what I have seen dur- 
ing the past three days. 

It is impossible for me to tell you 
everything I have seen in a letter or 
to tell you what sort of impression 
seeing these things has made on me, 
However, I shall try to tell you 
briefly about some of the things I 
Saw and leave the details until I see 
you. : 

The old city cf Jerusalem is sur- 
rounded by a high wall and I think 
it must be very much like it was in 
the time of Christ. The new Jerusal- 
em is built outside the wall and in 
many ways is quite modern. 

In the old city I saw the place 
where Jesus was condemned to death 
and the pillar where he was scourged 
by the Roman Soldiers. I saw the 
three places where he fell carrying 
the cross to Calvary, also where he 
met his mother, the Virgin Mary, on 
the way and where Simon helped him 
carry the cross. I was shown the ex- 
act place where he was nailed to the 
cross and the spot where the cross 
was fixed as well as those of the two 
thieves. 

Then I went down into his tomb 
and I must admit that it was a 
pretty solemn moment for me. There 
is still a piece of the rock in front c¢ 
his tomb which was rolled away by 
the angel. 

I went down to the gation of Geth- 
semane and saw the stone on which 
Jesus knelt to pray. There are eight 
olive trees still there which are be- 
lieved to have been there at that 
time, since the Olive tree never dies. 

I saw the Golden Gate through 
which Jesus entered on Palm Sunday, 
also the Mount of Olives from which 
He ascended to Heaven. 

I went up to see the stone from 
which Abraham was going to offer 
up Isaac as a sacrifice. 

Then I went out to Bethlehem and 
saw the Holy Manger, and it was 
well worth seeing. Just outside Beth- 
lehem stands Rachel's tomb. 

This afternoon I went to Jericho. I 
saw thie ants of the old walls 
which fell. T sew,Elisha’s fountain 
which still supplies Jéricho with wat- 
er. I saw the mountain where Jesus 
was tempted and where He fasted. 

Then I went down to the River of 
Jordon which is nothing more than a 
muddy. creek. I saw the mountains 
from which Moses saw the Promised 
Land. Then I had a swim in the Dead 
Sea which was the saltiest swim I 
have ever had. 

That is a rough story of some of 
the things I saw. I took dozens of 
pictures which I hope gome day to 
show you pergonally. 

I am,popry J haven't more time to 
Spend here but unfortunately I am 
not here on leave and have to leave 
“oan foz new places, Sorry I cannot 
tell you where I am “ing byt will do 
so some day. I shall be back at my 
own station to resume my duties there 
very soon. Bets

That the German homie front is 
shaky, there can be not’the slight- 
est doubt. The suspicion> thrown 
on the military and the purge of 
generals is scatcely designed to 
bolster the Army’s morale. ‘The 
constant. bombings and the evident 
evaporation of the Luftwaffe must 
be deeply felt by the citizenry. We 
see the effects of a relatively few 
1,000-pound robots on London, and

Historians say that it was about 
the middle of August, 1918. that 
the Kaiser was informed the~Ger- 
man armies could not win the war. 
There followed much harried ace 
tivity, much talk of secret weap- 
ons, much rallying of the people 
to a final all-out effort. 

But the Allies poured in their su- 
perior resources, and the end was 
visible for weeks before Foch sent 
his word to the German Armistice 
delegation, “Proceed to the French 
outposts by way of the Chermay- 
Formies-La-Capelle-Guise Road.”

Yet as we look back now, the 
Germans still had remarkable re- 
cuperativé” powers, great industrial 
comeback, immense iligeanity, It 


was only the policy of the Allien. 


in relentlessly hammering, and 
wedging into every crack, military 
and political, that opened, which 
brought the Germans ‘to surrender 
in November, 100 days after they 
had “lost” and reports of a fur- 
ious counter ‘attack on the road to 
Paris suggest the Germans still 
have some unexplored’ capacities, 

Hitler, like the Kaiser, has been 
told he cannot win. He is reacting 
as the Kaiser reacted. The Allies 
must not, however, underestimate 
the foe any more than Marshal 
Foch did. This is the time to pour 
it hotly on, at home as well as in 
the field.

Ottawa, Aug. 1l--Navy Minister 
Macdonald gave the Commons yester- 
day an example of what a private in 
the army; who served one ‘year in 
Canada and two years overseas, 
would receive in the way of gratuities. 

Mr. Macdonald said the private 
would be entitled to:- : 

1. For one year service in Canada 
$90. 

2. For two years overseas $360. 

3. Seven days’ pay and allowances 
for every six months overseas $77. 

4. A clothing allowance of $100. 

5. A rehabilitation credit equal to 
the service gratuity $450, 

The private in his example, would 
be entitled to a total of $1,077, Mr. 
Macdonald said. 

The gratuity would help aid in in- 
Stallments over a certain period, but 
the private on discharge could collect 
in a lump sum the clothing allowance 
the seven days pay and allowances 
for every six months overseas and the 
rehabilitation credit. 

The rehabilitation credit would 
however, only be paid for certain spec- 
ified purposes, such as a down pay- 
ment on a home, the payment of in- 
surance policies or for rehabilitative 
purposes. 

Mr. Macdonald said that sailors 
serving in shore establishments with- 
in the Western Hemisphere—North 
and South America, Bermuda and the 
West Indies and Newfoundland— 
would be paid the gratuities on the 
basis of service in Canada. The men 
would be paid overseas rates for any 
time they served on ships or bases 
that were considered overseas areas.

How Can 1? 


By Ann Ashley 


Q. How can I bake green pep- 
pers, apples, or tomatoes so that 
they will keep their shapes? 

A. Put them in muffin pans. 
They are easy to remove and will 
keep their shape better than if 
cooked «lose together in a baking 
tin. 

Q. How can I prevent having 
lumps in the tablecloth? 

A. There will be no lump in the 
center of the tablecloth when it 
is put on the table after launder- 
ing, if it is folded three times 
lengthwise before it is folded 
across. 

Q. How 
of wooden 
buckets? 

A. Do not leave them empty 
for any length of time or they will 
warp and, finally fall apart. To pre- 
vent shrinkage, fill the bottom with 
about two or three inches of water. 

Q. How can I keep the iron fry- 
ing pan er pot roaster from rust- 
ing?
